I  have  the  honour  to  lay  before  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  district  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1967. 

The  Borough  covers  an  area  of  17,680  acres.  The  area  taken 
up  by  the  'built  up'  area  of  the  borough  has  been  increasing  steadily  over 
the  last  fe?f  years. 

oocial  Conditions 

Messrs.  J.  Heathcoat  and  its  subsidiaries  are  the  chief  source  of 
employment. 

The  Globe  Elastic  Thread  Company,  on  the  new  industrial  estate  at 
Kennedy  ¥ay,  manufactures  elastic  thread,  and  is  also  associated 
with  Messrs.  J.  Heathcoat  &  Co. 

Messrs.  Starkey,  Knight  and  Ford,  now  taken  over  by  Messrs.  Tiflii thread 
have  built  large  extensions  at  Howden  Industrial  Estate. 

Fenton's  Manufacturing  Company  on  the  new  industrial  estate  at 
Kennedy  Jay  continues  to  manufacture  toilet  requisites. 

Poultry  and  egg  packing  are  two  smaller  industries  in  the  borough. 
Blundells  School,  a  large  public  school  is  also  situated  in  Tiverton.

This  club  now  numbers  240  members,  and  continues  to  give  valuable  service  to 
the  aged  people.  The  County  Chiropody  service  has  unfortunately  been  inadequat 
owing  to  staff  illness. 

The_  Centr al_  Council  for  Health  Education 

Tiverton  Borough  Council  is  one  that  contributes  annually  to  this  organisation 
whose  work  is  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  this  department. 

Medical  Services 

In  view  of  the  considerable  difficulties  which  are  experienced  by  people 
living  on  the  west  side  of  the  River  Exe  in  getting  to  Doctors  Surgeries 
which  e.re  situate  at  the  opposite  end  of  the  town,  both  the  '..arden  of  the 
Howden  Estate  Mrs .  Lorna  vfright  and  myself  consider  it  very  desirable  that 
a  Doctor's  Surgery  should  be  established  on  the  vest  side  of  tire  bridge.  This 
would  have  the.  effect,  of  relieving  the  very  considerable  hardship  experienced 
by  older  people  having  to  travel  about  1-g-  miles  up  hill  in  order  to  visit  the 
Doctor  and  also  to  make  the  necessary  appointment,  which  makes  a  total  of  six 
miles.

GENERAL  PROVISION  Of  HEALTH  SLAV ICES  FOR  THE  AREA 

1.  Nursing  in  the  Home.  No  chantoe 

2.  Domiciliary  Midulf  e_ry.  We  have  two  district  midwives.  We  .are  fortunate 
in  having  a  M.R.C.O.G.  resident  in  the  town  who  can  be  called  upon  in  diff¬ 
icult  cases. 

3.  Laboratory  Facilities.  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  is  a  new  building 
recently  completed  in  Church  Lane,  Heavitree,  Exeter. 

4.  Health  Education  -  Smoking  and  Venereal  Disease^.  Progress  is  being  made  in 
discouragi^j  smokin^  amonb  the  general  public.  No  action  is  taken  on  V.D.  - 
incidence  is  very  low,  and  from  outside  sources. 

5.  Hospital' Services.  These  have  proved  adequate  throughout  the  year,  but  the 
District  and  Post  Hill  hospitals  tend  to  be  cluttered  up  wi th  aged  patients 
who  do  not  really  require  hospital  treatment  but  are  not  fit  to  live  by 
themselves.  The  result  is  that  they  remain  in  hospital,  having  nowhere  else 
to  bo.  The  Belmont  Hospital  is  chronically  full,  and  vacancies  normally  occur 
as  a  result  of  deaths.  Maternity  accomodation  appears  to  be  reasonably  satis¬ 
factory,  thanks  to  the  short  stay  scheme.  Infectious  cases  are  sent  to  the 
Whip ton  Isolation  hospital,  where  accomodation  is  always  adequate.  A  lift  has 
at  long  last  been  installed  at  the  Belmont  Hospital.  A  Tuberculosis  Clinic 

is  held  at  the  Tiverton  and  District  Hospital  twice  monthly  on  alternated 
Thursdays,  with  Doctor  G.E.  Adkins.  The  district  hospital  is  undergoing 
extensive  alterations,  an  expensive  new  patch  on  an  old  garment. 

An  eye  specialist  clinic  is  held  at  the  Tiverton  and  District  Hospital 
on  the  1st  and  3rd  Wednesdays  wi  Hi  Dr.  Schwerdt  in  attendance. 
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6.  Liaison  Arrangements .  Our  local  hospitals  arc  largely  staffed  by  general 
practitioners,  which  constitutes  an  advantage  as  regards  liaison.

Fluoridation 

The  natural  content  of  the  borough  water  supply  is  extremely  low  and  no 
provision  has  yet  been  made  to  add  fluoride  artificially. 

Sewage  Disposal 

The  comparatively  rapid  growth  of  the  town  in  recent  years  has  caused 
the  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  systems  to  become  overloaded.  New  sewage 
disposal  works  are  now  under  construction  and  there  are  contracts  for  the 
relaying  of  the  remainder  of  the  sewerage  system  in  the  centre  of  the  town, 
work  on  which  has  commenced. 

Public  Health  Inspector 

Our  second  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  Hutt,  left  us  during  the  year 
to  take  up  an  appointment  at  Bournemouth.  So  far  no  one  has  been 
appointed  to  take  his  place.  I  am  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  a  borough 
of  the  size  and  population  of  Tiverton  cannot  be  run  satisfactorily  with 
a  solitary  Inspector. 

Air  Po lluti on 

The  main  street  are  long  and  rather  narrow  and  are  apt  to  be  noisy  at 
times  and  the  air  polluted  wi th  exhaust  fumes.  One  hopes  that  when  the 
new  bridge  is  functioning,  these  drawbacks  will  he  lessened.

Sani_tary  Circumstances  of  the  Area 


Water  Supply 


The  Town's  water  supply  is  controlled  by  the  North  Devon  Water  Board 
and  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Raw  water  is  sampled  by  the  Water  Board,  and  samples  for  chemical 
analysis  are  not  taken  by  the  Council. 

Fluoridation  is  not  carried  out  i'n  the  Borough. 

..The  Council  owns  and  runs  a  swimming  bath.  -  -The  bath  is  an  open  air 
one,  and  is  in  use  only  during  the  summer.  The  ’water  is  obtained  from  the 
public  main  supply,  and  Jr.  filtration  and  chlorination  plant  keeps  the  water 
in  a  highly  satisfactory  condition.  Examination  of  four  samples  taken 
through  the  summer  months  showed  the  quality  as  consistently  high,  all 
samples  being  satisfactory. 

The  population  of  Tiverton  Borough  has  risen  to  14*370  and  occupies 
4*687  dwelling  houses,  including  agricultural  premises.  Of  these,  4*597  housing 
approximately  13*855  persons  are  supplied  from  public  mains,  direct  to  the 
houses.  A  further  30  houses,  housing  approximately  90  persons  are  supplied 
from  public  mains  by  means  of  stand  pipes. 

The  remainder  of  60  houses  have  their  own  private  supply.

Poultry  Inspection 


There  is  one  poultry  processing  establishment  in  the  Borough  of  Tiverton. 

117  visits  r/e re  made  to  the  premises  during  the  year.  Chickens  and  hens  are 
the  only  types  of  birch  processed  and  the  number  killed  during  the  year  amounted 
to  547*980.  Of  these,  3,954  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  and 
544-,026  passed  as  satisfactory. 

The  processing  premises  are  of  a  modern  structure  and  a  high  standard  of 
hygiene  is  maintained.  There  is  a  spotter  system  for  detecting  unsound  birds 
and  check  visits  are  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  at  frequent  intervals.

^  inspections”. 

Generally,  co-operation  of  occupiers  has  been  forthcoming  in  providing 
amenities  which  were  lacking.  There  were  no  applications  for  exemption  from 
provisions  of  the  Act  during  the  year  and  no  prosecutions  for  contraventions.

Four  Sewer  Treatments  were  carried  out  using  Sodium  Fluoracetarn.de, 
on  the  small  section  of  the  sewerage  system  which  revealed  limited  infestation. 


Fenn  Traps  were  permanently  maintained  on  1 6  premises  where fcit  was 
intended  that  the  positioning  of  traps  would  intercept  rats  oq  pqgrsible 
routes  into  the  tov/n  from  the  adjoining  countryside.  There  are  14  concerns 
in  the  town  which  have  contracts  with  the  Council  for  the  destruction  of 
rodents.  Visits  to  these  premises  vary  in  regularity  from  daily  to  once 
every  six  weeks  according  to  need. 


6  treatments  of  the  Ashley  Refuse  Tip  were  carried  out.  68  bodies 
were  recovered,  and  the  total  estimated  kill  amounted  to  328.

MM  GRANTS 

In  the  case  of  Improvement  Grant  applic ations,  houses  are  inspected 
and  advice  given  on  the  reconstruction,  alterations  or  improvements. 

St :andard  Grants 

During  the  year  24  applications  were  received  for  standard  grants  for  premises; 
approval  being  given  in  all  cases.  Improvement  -work  was  completed  in  the  case 
^  premises  curing  the  year,  and  Completion  Certificates  were  issued. 

Discretionary  C-rants 

Applications  for  Discretionary  Grants  -were  approved  in  respect  of  5 
dwellings  in  the  year,  and  in  all  cases  the  Council  agreed  to  a  5Cfo  grant 
of  the  cost  of  approved  works.  Completion  Certificates  were  issued  for  the 
improvement  work  at  4  properties. 

Since  Grants  were  first  available  for  the  improvement  ff  houses,  this  Council 
nas  approved  financial  assistance  for  295  houses  improved  by  way  of  Standard 
Grant  and  130  improved  by  way  of  Discretionary  Grant. 


DRAINAGE 


.New  Houses  Construction 

Normal  procedure  is  for  consultation  and  inspection  with t he  builder  prior 
to  construction  of  drainage  in  connection  with  new  house  construction  or 
alterations  and  rebuilding. 

The  department  advises  on  the  siting  and  design  of  drainage  disposal 
plants  where  no  public  sewers  are  available. 

drainage  is  tested  and  the  number  of  tests  applied  to  new  drains 
during  the  year  amounted  to  118. 

Inspection  to  work  in  progress  amounted  to .221  visits.

Conclusion

with  the  Council  during  the  year. to  take  up  duties  with  the  Bournemouth  City 
Council.  As  a  result  of  his  loss,  there  has  been  a  slackening  in  the  tempo 
of  work  under  the  Shops,  Offices  &  Railway  Frenises  Act  and  the  Foods  &  Drugs 
Act  and  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  also  Slum  Clearance. 

Mrs.  Barnes,  .general  clerk  in  the  department,  had  lengthy  maternity  leave 
which  caused  some  disruption  in  the.  running  of  the  office-  and  she  has  since  term¬ 
inated  her  duties  with  the  Council.  This  has  made  the  running  of  the  Public 
Health  Department,  in  the  absence  of  an  additional  inspector,  more  difficult. 

However.,,  our  new  general  clerk,  Mrs.  Drake,  has  proved  willing  and 
adaptable,  and  I  consider-  she  will  prove  a  very  valuable  asset  to  the  department 
as  she  becomes  familiar  with  the  type  of' problems  to  be  dealt  with. 

Mrs.  May  has  continued  her  duties  in  connection  with  the  rodent  control 
costing,  records  and  registers  and  general  work  in  her  usual  quietly  efficient 
manner  and  my  thanks . are  -  due  to  her. 

In  conclusion,  I  hope  I -may  be  able  to  continue  to  conscientiously  serve 
the  best  interests  of  the. Council  for  the  next  three  years,  when  I  am  due  to 
retire  at  the  age  of  sixty-five  years.
